The Bicycle Highwaymen’ Who Looted 
the Buffalo Bank. *

Ga.iig end sensational robbery which. has 
occurred in this county since the robbery 
of the Post-office here two years ago, was 
the looting of the State Bank at Buffalo yes- 


terday. 
Buffalo is a village 15 miles east of here. 
About noon two men rode up to the bank 
on bicycles. The only man in the building, 
which is a one-story frame, was Carl Kiop- 
penberg, the istant cashier, and he was 
standing in front of the safe with his back 
to the front door of the building. The men 
slipped up on Kloppenberg 80 Coy: that 
they had his arms pinioned behind him be- 
fore he realized any one was present.“ 

He was quickly gagged and blindfolded 
with a huge gunny sack, and then thrown 
under a table standing near by. T ugly- 
looking revolvérs were placed at his head, 
and he was admonish to keep still. 
did. He saw that one Man was ea 
and the other one smooth-shaven. That is 
all the description he got. 

The robbers coolly secured over $1,000 in 
currency and a large amount of silver, 
which they placed in their pockets, mounted 
their wheels and started for Springfield. 
Half an hour afterward Kloppenberg was 
discovered by the other officers of the bank 
and released. 

A posse has hunted the river bottoms with 
no result. Tracks were followed to the 
Sangamon River bottom and ‘there lost. 

The officers of the bank will offer a large 
reward for the capture of the robbers.

NEW YORK, May 15.—The Treasury De- 
partment has issued a further call on the 
depository banks graded according to the 
amount of their holdings of Government 
money. The aggregate amount so held at 
this time is approximately $9,000,000. 

The call is a general one on all the de- 

sitory banks for 50 per cent of their hold- 
ngs of Government money to be paid.on or 
before June 1. A rough estimate of the 
amount held 171 the 8 banks is 
between $8,500, and $9,000,000, and the draft 
on the money market will accordingly be 
for half that sum. At the Sub-Treasury 
and at the banks it is stated that no im- 
portant change in money rates is likely to 
result at the moment from the call ow! to 
the large continued receipts of funds m 
the interior and heavy amounts of foreign 
capital that are offering in this market.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—In the 
annual address of President W. J. H. 
Traynor of the American Protective Asso- 
ciation, he says in part: |

There are a few Republicans, such as Lin- 
ton of Michigan, Gear of Iowa, and Brad- 
ley of Kentucky, who have been fearless 
in their indorsement of our principles, and 
while it may be fortunate that they are 
Republicans it is more than fortunate shat 
they are not either the Republican party 
or representative’ of that body, and the 
question Soares asked and answered 
here and now, that while the A. P. A.ism 
of: these men is tolerated by the party, is 
the A. P. A. vote which each of them 
carries behind him? What assurance have 
we this toleration will. not céase the mo- 
ment the votes have been delivered?’

tions. As a result of Carlisle’s double deal-. 
ing and his defeat of the Democratic candi- 
date for the United States Senate he has no 
following of any magnitude except in the 
Know-nothing and Republican city of Louis- 
ville. If Carlisle can carry a single pre- 
cinct outside of Louisville I have not heard 
of it. I do not believe he is coming to Ken- 
tucky at this time. He knows the situation 
in Kentucky and knows well enough that 
his coming would do his waning cause no 
good. As for Senator Blackburn, he can 
beat any man in the State. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that the 

Democrats will nominate a man for Presi- 
dent from the Mississippi Valley and that 
he will be an advocate of free silver, as I 
believe the Chicago convention will adopt a 
free silver platform. I received a letter from 
John H. Reagan of Texas a few days ago, 
in which he said that Texas was all right on 
the silver question and would instruct its 
delegates to vote for a silver platform. He 
says Arkansas will also instruct for free 
Silver.“ 
It will be remembered that a State Cen- 
tral Sound Money Committee was organized 
a short time ago. One of its duties was to 
appoint sub-committees in every county. 
In the appointment of these sub-commit- 
tees all of Senator Blackburn’s friends and 
supporters, such as Henry L. Martin, Chas, 
J. Bronston and others have been ignored 
and men who were opposed to Blackburn 
have been put in their stead. This has 
made the sound money Blackburn support- 
ers, of which there were many, very angry, 
and they openjy assert that they donot in- 
tend to work for Mr. rlisle, but on the 
contrary they will do all in their power to 
have him turned down in his native State.

A GASE IN POINT. 


Two weeks ago Senator Wolcott of Col- 
orado, who had been one of the most 
aggressive of the free silver Repub- 
licans, announced that he will abide by 
the decision of the St. Louis convention, 
whether it strikes down silver or not. 

This announcement was made under 
circumstances that showed it had been 
preconcerted for dramatic effect. As soon 
as it was made, the gold standard news- 
papers declared in chorus that it meant 
the collapse of the Republican opposition 
to the gold standard. They also declared 
that Senator Wolcott’s action was based 
on information he had received from Col- 
orado, showing a great change of senti- 
ment among the Republicans of that 
State on the silver question. They also 
said that it meant Senator Teller’s down- 
fall, and that Senator Wolcott would 
head Colorado’s delegation to the St. 
Louis convention. 

Well, the Colorado Republican State 
Convention has been held. It adopted 
an unqualified and uncompromising dec- 
laration for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. It elected Senator 
Teller delegate-at-large and chairman of 
the delegation to St. Louis, and instructed 
the other delegates to follow his lead. 
Senator Wolcott escaped a formal resolu- 
tion of censure only by withdrawing 
from the contest and forbidding the plac- 
ing of his name before the convention. 
He was not defeated; he was crushed. 
And yet, in spite of this and similar 
lessons, the gold standard newspapers 
will continue to parade the Wolcotts as 
proof that “the silver craze is dying out.“ 
and the gullible people of the East will 
continue to believe them and to bury 
their heads in the sand. 


BULLDOZING M’KINLEY. 


The scheme of the Eastern bankers and 
money lenders to force McKinley to 
sone definite expression of his views on 
the money question is developing rap- 
idly. The delegates elected as McKinley 
sympathizers from New Jersey and Con- 
necticut, are being persuaded to declare 
that their allegiance to the Western 
candidate is wavering. The New York 
Commercial Advertiser, owned by C. P. 
Huntington, is interviewing leading Re- 
publicans,“ who are asserting that “‘Mc- 
Kinley won't do,” because “he is shaky 
on silver.“ 

Grosvenor, who is McKinley’s accred- 
ited spokesman, says that McKinley is a 
gold standard man. But this does not 
satisfy the bond-holding and money- 
lending clique. They want a definite 
pledge from McKinley himself, and they 
are resorting to the usual tactics to scare 
him into giving it. 

There is no reason to believe that Mc- 
Kinley has either knowledge of or con- 
victions on the money question. He is 
distinctly a one-idéad man, and that one 
idea is grasped by him at its narrowest 
point. He is no doubt perfectly willing 
to go with the majority of his party in 
matters of finance, but he naturally 
wishes to avoid a declaration at this 
time, because there are both silver men 
and gold men among his pledged sup- 
porters. He feels that there is no reason 
why he should alienate either. 

And he is right. McKinley has the 
game in his own hands now, if he only 
possesses the nerve to play it. But if 
he yields on one point, it will be regarded 
as an admission of weakness, and other 
demands will be made upon him. For one 
thing, he will be required, as Harrison 
was, to promise a Secretary of the Treas- 
ury acceptable to Wall Street. There is 
no limit to the rapacity of the Combine 
of Greed that is after him.

CORPORATIONS IN POLITICS. 


In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, one of 
theteading Democrats of Kansas outlines 
the situation in that State. He says that 
a majority of Kansas Democrats are un- 
questionably in favor of the free coinage 
of silver, but that systematic work to 
bring about their defeat Is being carried 
on, especially in the cities of the State.

The vote don’t cost the 
delegate anything, and he votes according 
to the contract that he made when he got 
his pass, and he wants to please the railroad 
attorneys so as to secure more passes for 
more debasament. 

This is the sort of work that is being 

carried on in other States besides Kan- 
sas, and yet Mr. George Gould and other 
railroad magnates are constantly ex- 
pressing surprise at the “hostility to 
railroads’’ manifested in Western and 
Southern States, and the disposition to 
curb them by legislation. 
As long as the railroads insist upon 
going into politics, this hostility will 
increase. When the people find their 
wishes thwarted and their demands de- 
feated in Legislatures and conventions 
by the corrupt use of the free pass, they 
are not apt to feel very friendly to the 
source from which the free pass ema- 
nates.

He slaughtered three 
minor characters, made a mere inferential 
reminiscence of Julia and reduced Falkland 
to an incidental accessory. He introduced 
a trifle of new business, licked the revised 
play into shape for three acts and eight 
scenes, mounted it appropriately and beau- 
tifully and organized a company of re- 
markable strength; then he dusted off a 
shelf in Memory’s Closet and put “Rip Van 
Winkle“ on it with an injunction to go to 
sleep again. 

After years of identity with a character 
part saturated with his individuality, he 
put it aside and challenged attention in a 
line of comedy that was presumably foreign 
to his experience. His success is known, 
No other actor has done so much for him- 
self and no other actor has done so much 
for the author of a play as he has done 
for Sheridan. That he has the confidence 
in himself which is perfect, though limited 
by a keen estimate of the worth of others 
and by an appreciation of the public’s in- 
telligence, is indicated in the care he has 
taken to make himself a brilliant feature 
of a magnificent whole. A man of less 
wisdom and possibly more talent would have 
essayed to be a brilliant whole and failed 
while Jefferson has succeeded. 

To Mr. Jefferson is due r the 
pleasure the present remarkable production 
of “The Rivals” is giving the public, but 
the honor is not all his. His Bob Acres is 
not more delightful than Mr. Crane’s Sir 
Anthony, or Mrs. Drew’s Mrs. r 
or Julia Marlowe-Taber’s Lydia Languish, 
or Robert Taber’s Capt. Absolute.

Orawferd County Colonization Scheme

John C. Hubinger’s great scheme for ac- 
quiring possession of many thousands of 
acres of land in Crawford County, Mo., 
and colonizing it with Iowa farmers has 


run against a snag. 
it a suit has been filed in the United States 
Circuit Court, which involves the title of 
50,000 acres of land already purchased in 
Crawford County by Mr. Hubinger from 
the Midland Blast Furnace Co. 

Mr. Hubinger, by his attorney, James C. 
Davis of Keokuk, filed a petition to re- 
strain the selling of the land in satisfac- 
tion of a note which has become due. 

As has been told in the Post-Dispatch, 
Mr. Hubinger, a multi-millionaire of Keo- 
kuk. Io., bought from the Midland Blast 
Furnace Co. 50,000 acres of land in Craw- 
ford County, purchase price of which 
was $500,000. e furnace company was 

epresented b omas ; ibson, a 
anker of Steeleville, Mo., and J. T. Wood- 
ruff, assistant counsel for the Frisco Rajl- 
road of St. Louis. 

As payment for the land Mr. Hubinger 
turned ever the Keokuk brick plent, valued 
at $150,000. He paid $5,000 in cash, gave a 
draft for $5,000, a note for $15,000 due in 
ninety days and another note due in one 

ear for $25,000. The balance was due in 
wo and three years. Notes and a deed of 
trust on the property were given and Mr. 
Woodruff was named ag trustee. 

The $15,000 note was due May 6, and be- 
cause of default in payment the trustee ad- 
vertised the property for sale to satisfy 
the note. 

In bis potion to enjoin the sale Mr. Hu- 
binger alleges that the fitle to 15,000 acres 
of the land is defective under decision of 
the Supreme Court; others were under tax 
judgments made by Justices of the Peace 
and some of the lands had been conveyed 
by persons holding patents from the Gov- 


ernment.

Reeatgen Rays at the State University 
Jure Diphtheria. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 15.—The experi- 
ments that have been going on at the 
State University electrical laboratory, test- 
ing the effect of the Roentgen rays upon 


diphtheria bacilli, all confirm the theory 
that the germs may be destroyed by the 
rays. The last experiment was made with 
live guinea pigs, probably the first experi- 
ment of the kind upon a living ani- 
mal ever made in this country. Two 
guinea pigs were inoculated with a culture 
of diphtheria. One of them was then ex- 
posed to the Roentgen rays for four hours. 
After seventy-two hours had elapsed this 
pig showed no signs of diphtheria and is 
just as lively as before, whereas the pig 
which was not exposed to the rays died 
within twenty-eight hours after the injec- 
tion, and the post-mortem showed his

eria,

Mr. Douglass 
gaid he deplored the necessity of Mr. Mas- 
ters’ retirement, but .under the circum- 
stances he thought it was necessary. 

“Our denomination distinctly provides,“ 
said he, that no member may ally him- 
self with any of the oath-bound secret so- 
cieties. That is, it prohibits a member 
from taking a solemn oath that he will 
support any doctrine which he has no 
means of knowing the nature of until after 
the oath is taken. 

“This regulation of our church is aimed

5 18 dissatisfaction took shape on Thurs- 
day evening of last week, when the local 
Advisory Board met. Certain resolutions 
adopted invited Judge Stevens to return to 
Missouri! and confine himself to the manage- 
ment of:the order in this State, to the ex- 
clusion of national politics. 

His conduct in the McKinley matter was 
criticised sharply and copies of the resolu-
